RISING COST OF 
HOUSES

The rising costs oí municipal housing, 
owing to higher prices for- materials, are 
alarming Scottish local authorities, The 
Lanarkshire County Council Housing Com- 
mittee reports that the increased cost per 
house in the past three months is £30 to 
£40, according to the size of the dwelling. 

The Convention of Burghs and other muni- 
cipal associations are being requested to 
petition the Government to have the 1935 Act 
subsidy increased in order to make it possible 
for the local authorities to proceed with their 
building schemes. 

It is stated that there will be a tendency 
for authorities to restrict their programmes 
if the subsidy is not imereased. Not only 
are building costs tending to rise, but the 
Government’s insistence upon larger rooms in 
the new houses has also incre the cost. 

Under the 1935 Housing (Scotland) Act, 
the Department of Health for Scotland has 
decided, unless in exceptional circumstances 
owing to local conditions, that the future 
floor areas of new houses should be: Living- 
room, 180 square feet; first bedroom, 150-160 
square feet; second bedroom, 120-130 square 
feet; third bedroom, 110 square feet; fourth 
bedroom, 90-110 square feet; scullery, 70-80 
square feet. These measurements are In ex- 
cess of those wilich previously prevailed.

The Crown Lands Bill, which provides for 
the vesting in the Office of Works of land 
in Whitehall on which it is proposed to erect 
new Government offices, was considered by 
oe House of Lords Committee on unopposed 
bills.

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TIME LOST THROUGH 
BAD WEATHER

The guestion of payment to operatives for 
time lost through inclement weather was dis- 
cussed at the national delegate conference of 
the Amalgamated Union of Building Trade 
Workers at Scarborough. 

The chairman, Mr. Luke Fawcett, of Lon- 
don, read a report of a meeting. between the 
employers and operatives, at which it was 
decided to take immediate steps to approach 
the Ministry. of Labour and endeavour to 
negotiate a scheme under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act which should be national in 
scope, jointly contributory in character, ap- 

licable to all employers and operatives m the 
building industry, and limited as to the per- 
centage of compensation to an amount not 
exceeding 50 per cent. of the time lost. 

A review of the difficulties of the matter, 
prepared by the Union, said workers m general 
were not made economic victims of the stress 
of the weather; it was only thoge in the 


building industry who were specially un- 
fortunate in this respect.

“There is no question more important 
from the social point of view than the 
slum question, said Mr. Sean T. 0’ Kelly, 
Minister... for, Local .Gevernment, . and 
Health, at the opening ‘of a lousing 
scheme at Wexford this week. ‘It is 
broadly correct to say that. we have 100 
years of arrears to make up for. it is only 
a very brief period since the people won 
sufficient freedom in the management of 
their own affairs to tackle properly the 
problems which circumstances had placed 
on them, There was no adequate effort 
made,” he said, “ until this Bovardncsak 
took office, to bring the housing problem 
to success in reasonable time. i 

““ Not alone has the Government tackled 
the problem, but it has brought it within 
measureable distance in our own time 
without placing too heavy a tax on rate- 
payers, taxpayers or rent payer. 

“At the 30th of last month,” said the 
Minister, ‘‘ 32,846 houses had been built 
by Local Government, 15,265 were in pro- 
gress, 6,883 had been reconstructed by 
working farmers and 11,088 were in pro- 
cess of reconstruction. 

“Since 1932, 65,582 houses had been 
constructed, were being built or were being 
reconstructed. 

““ Not one of these schemes would have 
been thought out,” said Mr, O'Kelly, 
‘were it not for the fact that the Govern- 
ment in office have the health and welfare 
of the people foremost in their minds.” 

“ The Government,’’ he proceeded, ‘‘was 
not only remembering the importance of 
cheap rents; they were also remembering 
that good employment and good wages 
were necessary.” 


EXPERIMENTS IN 
HEATING 


A new laboratory for research on basting 
has been completed at the Building Researc 
Station of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, so that work can go on 
#il the year round, instead of only in the 
winter, quite independently of the vagaries of 
‘weather. 

It was formally opened by Sir Frank 
Smith, Secretary of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, on the 
occasion of the annual visit to the Building 
Research Station of the Institution of Heat- 
ing and Ventilating Engineers, who are pro- 
viding a sum of £1,500 to enable the duties 
at the station of heating problems to be 
speeded up and extended, 

The laboratory is really one room within a 
larger room. The smaller room, which is 
18ft. by 12ft., is the test-room, which is to be 
heated in all the different possible ways. It 
has a ceiling which can be screwed up or 
down, so that both low rooms and high rooms 
can be studied. The we pa room in which 
the test-room is situated isolates it com- 
pletely from outside weather effects. The 
various walls of this outer enclosure can 
each be refrigerated and their temperatures 
can be controlled to one-tenth of a degree 
Fahrenheit. The test-room is thus exposed 
to constant “weather,” and so requires a 
definite amount of heating to bring it to a 
comfortable warmth. is means that 
different methods of heating can be readily 
compared, us 

Modern heating methods have been utilised 
in the control of the outer enclosure. Every 
surface: is panel-heated, or. panel-cooled, by 
brine, which circulates in pipes in the walls, 
floor and ceiling. For cooling the brime which 
refrigerates the walls a 44-ton ammonia com- 
pressor is installed in the engineroom at one 
end of the laboratory. At the other end of 
the laboratory is an instyument-room where 
records are made of the conditions in the 
test-room and its enclosure,
